Weare informed that Brigham Young 
Jr., while holding forth last Sunday 
afternoon in the Tabernacle, indulged in 
gome terrible predictions as to the fate 
awaiting the American Republic.

indulging every time he opens his mouth 
to speak, in Yaukee provincialisms, 
obtaining his religious notions from 
another Yankee, Joe Sini:h, collecting 
adherents from all parts of Europe 
to locate them in Yankee land, and all 
this time to be inveighing against the 
Yankee institution—the American Gov- 
ernment—looks very bad and sounds a 
great deal worse. It smacks a litile of 
hypocracy; or else it entitles one to the 
distinguished honor of being considered 
a national renegade in his native land. 
He may be willing to avail himself of 
all the privileges extended and_pro- 


its limits; demand all the rights of the 
citizen; despise and violate its laws 
like a true renegade Yankee; but 
it seems to us in 80 doing, he lays him- 
self fiable severe animadversion. 
We will hazzard the op‘nion that bad 
as the American Government is, that 
neither of the Brizhams wil’ go to any 
of the nations of Europe and carry on 
their revolting practice of Polygamy in 
defiance of their laws. ‘That practice 
Ng reserved until they reach Columbia 
shore; then the laws are violated with 
impunity, and the Government villified 
and traduced, and the adherents of the 
Brighams taught to hate the land they 
come to live in, and look upon the Gov- 
ernment as some monstrous invention. 
How much better it would look if the 
people of Utah who adhere to the Brig:

ing relation to-day to gold as 143 to 
100—while the money that these five- 
twenty creditors lent the Government 
(being the best whick the thep credit 
of the Government could afford.) stood 
in relation to gold as 200 and 285 +40 
100. Ifthe Government pays them in 
ra currency from 50 to 100 per cent. 
better than they lent the Government, 
of what have they to complain, save 
that the Government will not. tax the 
people to pay them a usurious share; 
or in other words, will not tax the peo- 
ple to enable the capitalists: to 8 a 
speculation out of the war necessities of 
tie Government? | 

“History tells of no government 
which has yet paid its credityys all they 
loaned to it, and thus made &%]-m whole; 


80 justly, faitly, that every one 
wish to remain our creditor, believing 
-otirs the-best security he can hold. In 
other words; we would make a United 
States Consol equal to a British Uonsol 
interest for intereat, dollar for dollar. 
Were it fixed as the everlasting hills, 
that the promise of our Government 
was sure and better than any other, we 
might borrow at’ 4 per cent. as 
England can, and thus reduce the in- 
terest on our entire debt below one 
hundred millions per annum. If we 
try Gen. Butler’s dodge, nobody will 
ever more choose to lend us at all. It 
is not enough that we prove ourselves 
a nation of knaves—we must be arrant 
fools also—if we enter upon the down- 
hill road that Gen. Butler opens invit- 
ingly before us.
